A GUOD KING GONE. 


The death of King Oscar of Swed- 


en, within a few weeks of his seven- 
ty-ninth birthday, removes one of the 
gentlest of men and best beloved of 
sovereigns. He wus not only a patron 
of art and literature, but himself an 
accomplished linguist and scholar, a 
poet of no mean quality, a translator 
and an historian. He felt keenly the 
differences which arose between the 
twopartsof his kingdom, and which 
led to the separation of Sweden and 
Nor way two years ago; but ho kept his 
temper and his dignity through those 
trying experiences, and no word of 
disrespect for him wus spoken during 
the negotiations which ended In the 
establishment, of Norway as an In- 
dependent kingdom.

Municipalities Have Right to Order Sa- 


looni Shut Up On the Sabbath. 


U. S. Supreme Court Rules. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 23. [Special.] 


—The supreme court of the United 
States 
holds, In a decision today, 


;hat Sunday closing ordinances passed 
jy cities are not in violation of the 
federal constitution. The court holds 
that municipalities have the right to 
force saloons to remain closed all day 
Sunday. Tho decision was In the cose 
of the Ktate of Minnesota vs. Val Mar- 
clniak. 


Marcinlak Is the owner of a saloon 


in Minneapolis and was prosecuted In 
the municipal courtof that city. Sen- 
tenced to pay a line of $25 he appeal- 
ed to the state supreme court, where 
he lost. He then brought tiie case to 
the federal court, where the ruling of 
the state court was alllrmed. Mar- 
ciniak raised the question in the su- 
preme court Unit tho pnxoeling of 
tho'clty court in refusing him a Jury 
trial was a summary act .such as Is 
not Justllled by tho constitution, but 
tho higher court refused to accept 
that view. Tho decision of the court 
was announced by Chief Justice Full- 
er, but ho submitted no written opln 
Ion.

EXPLOSION IN DARR WORKS AT 


JACOBS CREEK CAUSES 


HOLOCAUST. 


FIRE PUTS AN END 


TO HOPE OF RESCUE 


AH Trapped Workers Believed Dead 


Because of Blast, Cave-In and Havoc 
Wrouoht by Flames—Wild Scenes 
About Mouth of Tunnel. 


Connollsvlllc. Pa.. Dec. 20.—Three 


hundred minors wero Thursday en- 
tombed and thought dead In the Durr 
mines of tho Plttsburg Coal company 
at Jacob's Creek, on tho Youghlogheny 
river, 18 miles west of here. Of these 
400 fully 100 arn Americans, tho rest 
bolnc principally Hungarians. A ter- 
rific explosion shook tho vicinity of the 
mine Thrusday and announced to all 
tho Burroundlng community that a 
groat convulsion of some kind had oc- 
curred down under tho surface. 


Smoke Issues from Interior. 


Shortly after smoke began to U.uo 


In heavy columns from the mouth of 
tho mine, which Is of the slope variety. 
Tho mouth of tho mlno was wrecked, 
and this circumstance, In connection 
with the flro which was discovered to 
be raging Inside, prevented effectually 
any attempts at rescue of the Impris- 
oned men. 


Building Slightly Damaged. 


The building of the Federal Supply 


company, adjacent to tho entrance to 
the mine, was slightly damaged by tho 
force of the shock, causing tho build- 
ing to rock and some of Its windows to 
break. Pltboss O'Connell and two fire- 
bosses were Imprisoned In tho mine. 
Oil account of tho violence of tho ex- 
plosion, which rent tho Interior of tho 
mlno, and the presence of lire, with 
the blocked condition of tho mouth of 
tho slope, It was not thought thero 
could be much clmnco for the men In- 
side. 


Fire Renders Rescue Impossible, 
Whether they have survived or will 


survive was ami of the uncertainties 
of the time during which tho 'flro 
raged.

means of doing more than to guess 
whether It was gas or coal dust that 
exploded.

Jacobs 
Creek, on tho main line of the Balti- 
more, & Ohio railroad, Is across tho 
river. 
It Is 40 miles east of Pltts- 


burg and 18 miles west of Councils- 
vllle. 


Wild Scenes About Mine. 


Within a few minutes after tho ex- 


plosion the mouth of the pit was sur- 
rounded by the relatives and friends of 
the entombed men. The scenes were 
most pitiful. 
The smoko and flames 


Issuing fmm tho slope made It 1m- 
posslljle to cuter, and the wives and 
children wero frantic. 
Every effort 


was made to subdue the lire, but It 
was burning so fiercely that no head- 
way could be made. It Is stated that 
tho superintendent of the mine Is one 
of those Imprisoned, 
It In tmld he 


went Into the mine to Investigate Us 
condition and was caught In the ex- 
plosion. 


Aid Rushed to Scene. 


Immediately upon the receipt of tho 


news of the explosion the officials of 
the company In Plttsburg took prompt 
measures for relief, orders being sent 
to the stirniutulliig mines requesting 
that export men be rushed to the 
scene to assist In the work of rescue. 
Physicians wero also dispatched on 
tho flrst trains from PlttsburK and the 
towns adjacent to,Jacobs Creek. This 
IB tho third big mine catastrophe which 
has occurred In this vicinity during 
the past three weeks. Tho first oc- 
curred at tho Naomi mine of tho 
United Coal company, and 34 men 
sacrificed their lives. Two weeks ago 
tho explosion of dust at Monongah 
snuffed out the lives of 350 moro. Tho 
ofllclals 
express but little hope of 


saving tho lives of the unfortunate 
men, us the mouth of the shaft Is filled 
with rock and earth and tho passage- 
ways are said to be badly obstructed. 


Mine One of Largest. 


Plttsburg. Doc., 20.—Word of tho 


explosion reached the local ofllccs of 
the Plttsburg Coal company In this 
city Thursday afternoon.

patch gave no details further than that 
nn explosion had occurred at Darr 
mine, between Smlthton and WhirteU.

Mauna Loa, la a well-behaved volcano, 
as it can be visited with perfect safe- 
ty, even If In eruption—an It IB from 
time to time—when exhibitions of ac- 
tivity are given that aro worth trurol. 
ing thousands of miles to witness. 
Thli volcano la on the Island of Ha- 
waii, and the ahorteat possible trip 
that can be made to It form Honolulu 
oorers four days. Thla allows only 
half a day at tho volcano, which Is 
much too short a time to study tho 
workings of what la considered one of 
the world's wonders. A week at least 
should be given to the trip. The sea 
voyage la always more or leas rough, 
but the boats, although small, are 
comfortable. 
From Htlo. whore tho 


water trip ends, there is a railroad 
ride of about 18 miles through the big 
Olaa sugar plantation, This la follow* 
ed by a stage run of 11 mlloa over a 
road leading through a perfect fairy- 
land of tropical foliage, the highway 
being lined on either side with roses, 
magnolias and ferns, which last grow 
to the alze of trees without losing any 
of their delicate beauty. Returning 
by the other route, there is a stage 
drive of 35 miles over lava roads and 
across the great flow which ran into 
the sea from Mauna Loa several ytuirs 
ago.—Leslie's Weekly.

There are those who will mourn her 


with a personal loss. Seven men yet 
live who made that memorable trip 
with Perry lu tho fifties. All but two 


frigates and two sloops of war. 
For 


equipment, wo mustered Gl guns am' 
977 officers and men—quite a respect 
able force for those times. 


"Such a warlike apparition In the 


bay, small as It was, created 
a tro 


iiicndous sensation. A Japanese writer 
suld of our arrival: "Tho popular com 
motion In Yeddo wan beyond descrip- 
tion. Tho whole city waa In an up- 
roar. In all directions were seen 
mothers flying with children In their 
arms and men with mothers on their 
backs.' 


"We were qultu unconscious of all 


this confusion In a city of more than 
l,l'00,000 souls. We liad no Idea wo 
had frightened the empire so badly, 
as the capital was 40 or GO miles away 
from our anchorage. As wo proceed 
ed up tho harbor, boats fled away from 
us as though In mortal fear. 


"By the tlmo wo wore well anchored 


and shipshape the city officials took 
heart. 
Swarms of picturesque man' 


durlns camn off to challenge 
tho 


strange arrivals and to draw around 
tho Hoot tho 
customary cordon of 


guard boats. They even tried to make 
fast their boats to our ships. 


"This began to look like being In 


custody. The American ambassador 
had not como to Japan to bo put under 
sentries. 
Ho notified tho mandarins 


that his vessels wore not pirates and 
need not bo watched. They pleaded 
Japanese law. He replied with Amerl 
can law. They still Insisted. He notl 
fled them that if the boats were not 
Instantly withdrawn ho would open 
his batteries and sink them. That wns 
entirely convincing. The guard boats 
stood not on tho order of their going." 


"The lire vessels of the western bur 


barlans are coming to defile the holy 
country," said priest and soldier to 
one another. 


Japs Gazed In Wonder. 


Tho boatman at his sculls and the 


Junk sailor at tho tiller gazed In won 
dor at the painted ships of tho west 
ern world. The farmer, standing knoo 
deep in the ooze of tho rice fields, 
paused to marvel.

of these seven survivors hnov risen 
high In the naval service and now hold 
tho rank of rear admiral. Tho seven 
are' Hear Admiral Udwaril C. Iloblo. 
Uear Admiral John 11. Pushur. Real- 
Admiral Oscar F. Stanton, Uear Ad- 
miral George Balch, Rear Admiral Kd- 
wln Flthlan, Dr. John S. Sowall and 
William Spelden, who went 
out 
to 


Japan as purser's clerk, and has been 
connected with tho Now York customs 
house for years. 


Dr. Sowall Is tho 
Rev. John S. 


Sewall, D. D., of Bangor. Me. He Is 
an emeritus professor of Bangor's 
theological seminary, and Is enjoying 
a rest from his labors after 3G years 
of faithful service. 


"When I finished my college course 


at Uowdoln I was In debt," said Dr.' 
Sewall, In reminiscent vein. "I saw a 
chance to satisfy my desire for tho sea 
and pay off my debts at 
the 
same 


time, BO I shipped for a cruise on the 
Saratoga. She waa then fitting out to 
go to tho far east to relieve the ship 
St. Mary's, which had been on that 
station several years. 
~"T'W~wcro "out there two years be- 
fore Commodore Perry arrived. 
Wil- 


liam S. Walker of 
Boston was 
the 


captain of 
the Saratoga, 
Rear Ad- 


miral Stanton was then only u 
mid- 


Khl inn n on board. In the same mess 
with me during a part of tho voyage. 


Arrival of the Fleet. 


"The licet arrived off the coast of 


Japan on the eighth day of July, 1853. 
The lookouts at the masthead echoed 
through tho fleets the 
rousing call, 


'Land ho!1 We rushed on deck. There 
It was lit last. A dark cloud on the 
northern horizon, still shrouded 
In 


mystery, still inspiring tho Imagina- 
tion with an Indefinable awe, just as It 
had years ago In our studies at school. 


"Our squadron comprised two steam 


canoes? 
With wind blowing In their 


teeth and sails furled, the monsters 
curled the white foam at their front, 
while their black 
throats vomited 


sparks and smoke, To the gazers at n 
distance, as they looked from their 
village 
on 
tho 
hilltops, the whole 


scene seemed a mirage created by tho 
breath of clams. Such, their child- 
hood's beliefs taught them, must bo 
the case. 


Boats dashed hero and there about 


tho harbor, like a flock of frightened 
gulls. They fled. Then paused, to see 
how far behind the strange visions 
wore now. Surely they worn doomed, 
for there closer and closer plowed the 
great ships, and no sail caught tho 
wind to propel them. 


In Yeddo there was terror worse 


than death. Her 1,250,000 souls knew 
tho fear of supernatural things. With 
alarmed faces the people thronged to 
the shrines to pray. They hastily 
packed their valuables to send off to 
tho houses of distant 
friends, or to 


bury. In the southern suburbs, thou- 
sands of homes wore emptied of their 
contents and of the sick and aged. 
All who could left to go to dwell with 
their relatives In the interior. 


Couriers on horseback had 
first 


brought details of tho "calamity" by 
land. Junks and 
scull boats 
from 


Urngn arrived hourly at Shlnagawa. 
and foot-runners 
bearing dispatches 


panted In the government ofllces. 


Commodore Perry had 
prepared 


carefully for this visit. Ho had read 
much about Japan; he knew what Its 
resources were, HO far as they were 
known at all. by foreigners; ho know 
their quaint customs and the value 
they set upon ceremony. Therefore 
he was determined to out-Chestorfleld 
the Japanese themselves. 


When the representative of tho Sho- 


gun rarno. with all ceremony, to treat 
with him, ho was received by Lieut. 
Contco as the commodore's represen- 
tative. Tho commodore himself could 
not bo seen, In spite of all tho wily 
oriental could do, tho American am- 
hUKsador 
remained 
aloof, and 
Im- 


pressed tho Japanese official mightily 
as a great man by this vory exclusive- 
ness. 


When seeking trade, tho Dutch had 


been willing to sink dignity and 
to 


treat with anyone. Therefore they 
wore 
pigs, reasoned 
the Japanese. 


Surely thoso western "hairy barbari- 
ans" must bo tho same. When they 
found otherwise, 
messengers 
were 


kept running at breakneck speed be- 
tween the Sho-gun's city and tho sent 
of tho mlkado'a government. 


At last the bnnlo, who had 
been 


ablo to see only tho "admiral's" subor- 
dinates, because he was not of 
miffi- 


clont Importance to gaze upon tho 
august features of the 
ambassador, 


announced that two dalmlos had been 
appointed to receive tho mysterious 
papers so carefully guarded in caskets, 
which the "klng'of the power that had' 
whipped Mexico" desired to send to 
the "Lord of Creation." 


"Some three miles from our anchor- 


age," says Dr. Sewall, "a little semi- 
circular harbor makes In on tho west- 
ern side of the bay. At tho head of 
It stood the village or hamlet of Kurt- 
hama. That was tho spot selected for 
tho meeting of tho western envoy and 
the 
Imperial 
commissioners. 
And 


there tho Japanese erected a tempor- 
ary hall of audience. 


"It was a memorable scone. The 


two frigates steamed slowly down and 
anchored off 
tho harbor. 
How big, 


black and sullen they looked to the 
natives! Our little flotilla of 1C boats 
landed under cover of their guns. 


"We were not quite 300 all told, but 


every one was In full 
uniform and 


armed to tho teeth. 
Tho commodore 


had glyon orders to make as magnifi- 
cent nn appearance as we could, for 
the purpose of Impressing a 
people 


who lay much stress on show. Yet 
our little body of men wore few In 
number to confront G.OOO native troops 
drawn up on the beach to receive us. 


Outihone the Japanese. 


"Crowds of curious spectators lined 


tho housetops and grouped on tho hills 
In tho rear to witness our landing. 
Radiant uniforms, trappings and en- 
signs were everywhere—but wo com- 
pared favorably. Commodore Perry 
had. In fact, outshone tho Japanese. 


"Tho Japanese regiments seemed 


to have ben cut out of rainbows and 
sunsets. But If they were lively, their 
officers were not. For 
they sat In 


silent dignity on camp stools In front 
of tho linen. 


"Not until our force 
had 
disem- 


barked and formed on the beach 
did 


tho commodore show himself. No 
Japanese had seen him up to that 
time. 
He had remained to them a 


mysterious presence, who would only 
appear when tho duly qualified ambas- 
sadors of the emperor came to treat 
with him—and they must be princes 
of the blood. 


"As our lilies formed, tho commo- 


dore stepped Into his barge. Instantly 
tho fleet was enveloped In great crowds 
of smoke. Tho guns were thundering 
out. a salute that echoed among the 
hills back of the village. In all 
the 


negotiations ho had played tho Japa- 
nese people's own game and had en- 
veloped himself In mystery. 


"This was not child's play. It was 


not an assumption of pomp Inconsist- 
ent with republican simplicity. Com- 
modore Perry was dealing with an ori- 
ental potentate according to oriental 
Ideas; and results proved his sagacity. 
At this time Commodore Perry was 59 
years old, a man of splendid physique 
and commanding presence. 
Ho was 


the right kind of man for America to 
bend on such an errand to such a peo- 
ple. 


"Within tho hall sat tho Japanese 


commissioners on chairs. The Imperi- 
al commissioners were Princes Idzu 
and Iwttml, and they wore surrounded 
by their kneeling suite. Tho vacant 
seats opposite wore taken by the com- 
modore and his staff. Ho entered tho 
pavilion escorted by two gorgeously 
comparlsoned blacks, preceded by two 
richly uniformed pages bearing tho 
precious caskets containing tho official 
papers to tho emperor. 


Ceremony Not Long. ( 


"Tho ceremony began. It wns vory 


brief. At a signal tho two boys In blue 
brought forward In slow and Impres- 
sive fashion tho rosewood caskets con- 
taining tho mysterious papers which 


were to be conveyed to tho court 
They wore to bo thus conveyed In a 
richly lacquered chest of scarlet pro- 
vided for 
tho 
purpose. 
Tho 
two 


gorgeous negroes, who had followed 
tho boys, opened the boxes in silence, 
and In silence drew out tlw papers, 
done In red and gold most 
magnifi- 


cently.. They laid them on the scar- 
let coffer. 


"Tho Imperial commissioners were 


much 
Impressed. They had never 


soon black men before except In their 
stage plays, when actors used burnt 
cork. Therefore, they estimated that 
this 'admiral,' as they knew him, must 
be a man of supreme power. Prince 
Iwaml handed to tho interpreters a 
formal receipt for the documents. 


"Tho commodore announced that he 


would return In the spring for his re- 
ply. After n further brief conversation 
the conference closed, having lasted 
not more than 20 minutes. It had been 
witnessed by not more than CO or 60 
persons of both the countries engaged. 
Yet that short meeting wns to lead to 
tho opening of .Japan." 
1 Tho actual'landing took 
place on 


July 14, 18G3, and 
IB commemorated 


by a single shaft of granite rising 33 
foot into tho air, placed on the spot 
where Perry landed from 
his ships. 


This monument was erected In 1901. 


The treaty was not concluded and 


signed until March of 1854, when Per- 
ry returned with a greatly Increased 
fleet to get his answer. At first tho 
Japanese held out "that no American 
women should be brought to Japan." 
Commodore Perry Informed them that 
If such a clause were put In he would 
bo afraid to return to America. There- 
after all was good humor, tho clause 
was stricken out and 
the 
treaty of 


commerce wno signed, throwing open 
the ports of Shlmoda and Hakodate.

Commodore Perry's Record. 


Many consider Commodore Matthew 


Culhralth Perry to have been n great- 
or nnvnl miin tlmn hl« more famous 
brother, Commodore Oliver Purry. In 
fnct, tho two nrc often confiiHcd. 
Be- 


sides opening up Japan to American 
trade and to western civilization, ho 
was the greatest nnvnl oduciitor of II!H 
tlmo, HlH life mny b«; briefly Bummed 
up as follows: 


1 — While yet a lud lie wan u naval 


officer In the war of 1812. 


2 — He chose the location of thn first 


free black settlement In Liberia, 


I!— Ho wan the father of tho Htcam 


navy. 


•I — Ho first demonstrated 
tho 
effi- 


ciency of the ram as a weapon of of. 
fence In naval warfare. 


5 — He founded the naval apprentice' 


ship system. 


C— He wan leader of the campaign 


to extirpate the foreign slave trade on 
the const of Africa. 


7 — Ho commanded 
In 
1847 the 


largest squadron which had ever as- 
sembled under , the 
American 
flag. 


This was In tho gulf of Mexico. 


8 — Ho opened Japan to tho world. 
Tho Perry family furnished more na- 


val officers to tho United States than 
any other American family, with one 
exception. Tho sturdy commander of 
the Saratoga was survived by three 
daughters, ono of whom became the 
wife of August Belmont, tho multl 
millionaire of Xew York.

Boaded rulos committee decided that 
something must bo done with the 
football ruleB, tho quarterback has 
grown In Importance until now ho IB 
more valuable than half 
a 
dozou 


husky guards and a whole squad of 
competent fullbacks. 


Baseball In the old days, so the vet- 


erans say, was not so much a one- 
man garao as It In now. Changes In 
tho art of pitching have turned tho 
man on the ton of tho mound Into 
quite a bit of tho whole works. Just 
as tho lllngor has Increased In Im- 
portance In baseball so tho. quarter- 
back 
has 
assumed proportions In 


every football squad, no matter how 
well regulated. 


To 
begin with, the 
quarterback 


must; handle tho«ball before It Is put 
Into play. Of course, the center man 
ns snapper back cots the first touch 
of tho ball, but his work is almost 
purely mechanical. Tho quarterback 
must snatch it, get It unexpectedly 
and deliver it to the right person. 


Then, too, tho quarterback Is the 


director general of the team. When- 
ever a man on the other side is play- 
ing out It is up to him to discover 
the weak points and direct the plays 
toward them. It Is up to him to do- 
vise tho system of attack and bear 
tho brunt of defense when tho oppos- 
ing team punts. 


In baseball, for example, tho sys- 


tem Is so different that a little com- 
parison will show the vast amount of 
hcadwork required on tho part of a 
successful quarterback. 
In baseball 


when n runner reaches first baao com- 
petent coaches nro stationed at flrst 
and third to advise him, to watch tho 
pitcher and catcher und the Infloldors. 
For 
his further 
guidance tho club 


works by well-known signals which 
enable each man to know what the 
other follow will attempt. 


How vast the difference In football. 


There Is nobody on tho sidelines tip- 
ping off tho quarterback. 
Thero is 


nobody to pat him on tho back and 
say: 
"Tako a chanco on that, old 


man." 


The quarterback must work It all 


out for himself and In addition to 
that 
pull off plays with 
rapid-fire 


rapidity. 
In a word, he must bear 


all tho brunt of directing his playing 
machine and In addition handle the 
ball quickly and with extreme ac- 
curacy. 


On tho defense 
the quarterback 


must play behind his fellows. 
He 


must back up the men who miss op- 
posing players breaking through tho 
line, and often he Is tho only person 
between the runner and the 
goal 


lines. When the other side punts he 
must catch the ball and run It back, a 
Job that bears no Indication of belns 
either easy or agreeable. 


A team with a good quarterback Is 


v/oll fixed. Without a competent man 
In tho position the bust playing ma- 
chine on tho face of tho earth will not 
nmount to much for lack of general- 
ehlp and handwork. Of course, every 
football team owns a captain, but tho 
quarterback performs all the func- 
tions usually allotted to that Individual 
In other games. 


A heady quarter IB tho constant de- 


slro of all coaches, for without him a 
good team looks llko a lot of mutts.

RELIEF ASKED. 


Fairmont, W. Va. Dec. 14 '07 


Dear Sir:—At Monongah, West Vir- 


ginia- live miles from Fairmont, at 
10:30 a. m., Friday, December rt, 1007, 
an explosion in Mine No. (I mid Mine 


. 8 of tlie Fairmont Coal Company 


occurred, resulting In the Death of 
approximately .TM employes. 


Monon?a.h. Is .a mining town of 


about 3,000 Inhabitants. The disaster 
has destroyed almost one-half of Its 
winners. The other half Is composed 
of the employes of two other mines of 
the same Company, and of the usual 
stores, etc., which go to make up a 
purely mining community. 


Fully 250 widows and 1,000 children 


are left without any means of sup- 
port. The most of these families live 
in the Company's houses at' Monongah 
the remaining ones iri various coun- 
tries of Europe. The Company has 
generously declared that the families 
occupying their houses may remain 
until other provision is made for 
them, but operations cannot be re- 
sumed at the damaged mines until 
these houses are available for the new 
force. Many of the resident familes 
will want to return to their relatives 
In their native countries In Europe. 


The other resident families must 


seek a community In which they can 
earn a livelihood. 


Aid must be given these families to 


reach their new abodes and to help 
them establish; and the families liv- 
ing abroad must be provided for until 
they can ajust themselves to their new 
conditions. 


As near as can be determined, at 


this time almost *50,000 from all 
sources have been subscribed. 
Upon 


the basis of $.'HX) for each widow, and 
$100 for each child under Hi years of 
age, 175,000 will be required. At least 


ooo additional will be needed to 


provide, on relatively the same basis, 
for the aged dependents of the un- 
married victims, the many now un- 
born children and the undoubted ac- 
cessions to the married victims' list 
when complete Information has been 
received. 


The committee feels that a basis 


lower than the above-will not b« ade- 
quate to properly care for the needs 
of the bereaved ones, and a total of 
$i!00,000 will therefore be required to 
carry out the relief-work on these. 


Thi) Immediate needs of the resident 


families are being amply met by the 
Company and a committee of women 
from Fairmont and Monongah. 


The committee begs to express Its 


profound gratitude for the contribu- 
tions already so generously made, and 
to earnestly appeal for the further 
assistance that It feels Is so badly 
needed. 


The magnitude of this disaster Is 


too great for West Virginia to alone 
render all the help rt>n til rod. It com- 
mands national atU-nUnn, and the 
committee feels assured that Its ap- 
peal will be heard, and responded to,
